JULIAN BOND - As you no doubt have read in the local newspapers, Mr. Bond, Communi- 
cations Director for SNCC and elected state legislator of Georgia, has been refused 
his seat by vote of the Georgia state legislature: 184 to 12. Mr. Bond's statement to 
his constituents is enclosed on a separate sheet. Also enclosed is the SNCC statement 
on the War in Vietnam, endorsed by Mr. Bond and the reason given by the legislature 
for denying him a seat. 


MURDER OF SAMUEL YOUNG: January 4, 1966 - Samuel Young, a SNCC worker and a 
student at Tuskegee Institute, had been helping Negroes register to vote at the Macon 
County courthouse earlier in the day (Jan. 4, 1966) when he was pushed by one of the 
registrars who then threatened him with a knife. He reported this to the Atlanta SNCC 
office who in turn notified the FBI and Justice Department and asked for federal protec- 
tion. Young had also notified the SNCC office that local officials were using harrass- 
ment to slow Negro registration and that Federal registrars were needed in Macon 
County. The FBI and Justice Dept. did not intervene. In the evening of Jan. 4, Young 
was told to use a segregated restroom in a gas station. He refused and was murdered 
with a gun shot in the back. 

A Bay Area SNCC press release of Jan. 5 quoted Mike Miller, Bay Area Represen- 
tative of SNCC, as saying, "We hold the Justice Department as responsible for this 
murder as the man who pulled the trigger of the gun. '' Once more, we urge,you to 
wire or write President Johnson and Attorney General Katzenbach demanding extensive 
federal protection of civil rights workers and Negroes in the South, and the authoriza- 
tion-of on-the-spot arrests by FBI agents as a preventative measure against violence. 
Legislation that cannot be enforced is a farce.

CO-OP NUMBER 7200 - In 1965, $76,000 worth of groceries were bought at the Co-Op 
using #7200, and so we have received $2, 047. 86 in patronage refunds. The Executive 
Committee feels it is appropriate to send this amount to the Poor People's Corporation 
of Mississippi whose purpose is to provide money and marketing assistance to develop- 
ing cooperatives and local industries. The P.P.C. is one of the projects SNCC has 
supported and continues to help. We had no idea of the extent to which #7200 was 
being used - thank you! 


JOB OPPORTUNITIES IN BAY AREA RAPID TRANSIT (JOBART) - On Jan. 10, an East 
Bay organizational meeting of JOBART was held at the Beth Eden Baptist Church in 
West Oakland. Of the 100 persons attending, there were individuals representing a 
broad spectrum of the East Bay community. The sense of the meeting was this: The 
period of negotiation with BART is essentially finished ... BART has not promised to 
see that Federal money is used to train minority workers for BART construction jobs. 
Furthermore, BART has made no attempt to help find new homes for persons dis- 
placed by the BART right of way. The issues seem clear ... do we remain with the 
status quo or do we force BART to recognize its own potential to spark social change?
